1. CHINA 

NCNA ANNOUNCES NEW PRC RELEASE OF SENIOR CHINAT PRISONERS, 
INCLUDING 21 GENERALS, 15 COLS/LT-COLS, 36 KUOMINTANG 
OFFICIALS; SAYS ACTION COMPLETES FREEING ALL CHINAT MIL 
PRISONERS HOLDING POSITIONS ABOVE REGIMENTAL LEVEL AND 
ALL KUOMINTANG OFFICIALS WHO HELD OFFICE ABOVE COUNTY 
LEVEL-BUT ANNOUNCEMENT DID NOT MAKE CLEAR WHETHER 
OTHER PRISONERS OF LOWER RANK STILL BEING HELD, AND DID 
NOT REVEAL TOTAL NUMBER FREED IN LATEST BATCH. NCNA ADDED 
THAT FREED PRISONERS HAVE AGREED TO STUDY HARD, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REMOULD THEIR IDEOLOGY AND FOLLOW CCP. THEY WERE GIVEN 
CITIZENSHIP, POLITICAL RIGHTS, ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR 
JOBS, ACCOMMODATIONS AND ISSUED CLOTHES, POCKET MONEY 
AND WILL BE ALLOWED RETURN TAIWAN IF THEY WISH. NAMES 
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OF FREED OFFICERS/OFFICIALS GIVEN. REUTER (PEKING) 

REPORTS OBSERVERS BELIEVE ACTION IS PROPAGANDA GESTURE 
AIMED AT TAIWAN. 

WANG HUNG- WEN, UNSEEN IN PEKING SINCE EARLY SUMMER, 
PRESIDED OVER KANG SHENG MEMORIAL CEREMONY MONDAY. FOR 
MONTHS SPECULATION WAS THAT WANG MAY HAVE SLIPPED IN PRC 
HIERARCHY (WP). 

REUTER'S GRIFFITHS, IN PEKING, REPORTS CORRESPONDENTS 
INVITED TO PEKING UNIVERSITY 12/23 HEARD UNIVERSITY 
OFFICIAL CHANG CHIH-LIANG ACCUSE EDUCATION MINISTER CHOU 
JUNG-HSIN OF "VICIOUS SLANDER" AGAINST ORTHODOX MAOIST 
LINE IN EDUCATION— BUT CHANG VOICED HOPE CHOU WILL REMOULD 
HIMSELF. GRIFFITHS NOTES CHOU IS CHIEF TARGET OF MONTH- 
OLD "BIG CHARACTER POSTER" CAMPAIGN IN PEKING 
UNIVERSITIES, BEING ACCUSED, WITH TSINGHUA ACADEMY HEAD

MCGRORY (WSTAR 12/22) RECALLS BACH MAI HOSPITAL BOMBING, 
NOTES PRIVATE, UNOFFICIAL MAKING OF AMENDS BY SHIPMENT 
MED EQUIPMENT, CLOTHING. REVIEWS RECENT MIA GESTURE BY 
NVN. CONCLUDES WAR GOES ON DIPLOMATICALLY AS US CONTINUES 
EXPRESS DISPLEASURE WITH NVN. BELIEVES LIFTING TRADE 
EMBARGO COULD LEAD TO REGULAR SEARCH, RESOLUTION MIA 
DIFFICULTY, BUT "CONCESSION-DELIVERY” PATTERN SEEMS 
ONLY PROSPECT. NOTES PRES ASKED CODEL VISITING HANOI

LACK OF PROGRESS ON NORMALIZATION WITH PRC AS EXAMPLE 
PROBABLY DUE TO FEAR OF ATTACK FROM REAGAN. 

ROSS MUNRO (REPRINTED IN CSM) DESCRIBES CHINESE 
STAFF AT BRITISH EMBASSY UNHAPPINESS OVER "JACK AND THE 
BEANSTALK" GIANT WEARING CHINESE PADDED TROUSER AND JACKET 
IN HOLIDAY PLAY. CITES OTHER CHINESE STAFF SENSITIVITY 
IN EAST- WEST "HUMOR GAP." 

SUN'S ISAACS, IN HK, NOTES EMPHASIS IN PRINCIPAL SPEECH 
AT KANG SHENG CEREMONIES, DELIVERED BY YEH CHIEN-YING, WAS 
DECIDELY MODERATE IN TONE, STRESSING NOT IDEOLOGICAL 
PURITY BUT DEVELOPMENT DRIVE TO "BUILD CHINA INTO A 
POWERFUL MODERN SOCIALIST STATE." SAYS TENOR OF SPEECH 
SUGGESTED WANG HUNG-WEN'S REAPPEARANCE IS NOT RESURGENCE 
OF RADICAL FACTION WITH WHICH HE IS ASSOCIATED, BUT ACT 
OF SUBMISSION TO MODERATES NOW CONTROLLING PRC. 

CSM'S MISHRA, IN CALCUTTA, SAYS SOUTH ASIA TENSIONS 
HAVE BEEN RAISED BY RECENT BANGLADESH EVENTS, NUMBER 
OF WHICH SEEM TO SHOW GROWING PRC-BANGLADESH LINK. 

AMONG DEVELOPMENTS CONSIDERED OMINOUS SIGNALS FOR INDIA 
IS DACCA ARRIVAL OF ADVANCE TEAM OF PRC DIPLOMATIC 
PERSONNEL, BUT ALSO INCLUDING GUERRILLA WARFARE EXPERTS. 
ALSO, NEW BANGLADESH GOVT HAS CONCLUDED SERIES OF 13 
AGREEMENTS WITH FOREIGN COUNTRIES WITHIN MONTH OF 
COMING TO POWER; WHILE TERMS NOT MADE PUBLIC, IS SPECULATED 
THEY WILL STRENGTHEN INTERESTS OF PRC, US, RATHER THAN 
OF INDIA, SOVIET. 

9. PHILIPPINES 

SOUTHERLAND (CSM) NOTES FIL PERCEPTION OF US HAS SOBERED, 
MATURED SINCE WW II, BUT US STILL REMAINS LAND OF PROMISE 
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TO MANY FILS, WHILE AMCITS OFTEN FEEL MORE WELCOME HERE THAN 
IN ANY OTHER ASIAN COUNTRY. BELIEVES KEY LINK IS ENGLISH, 
THOUGH INTELLECTUALS STRESS NEED PURSUE NATL IDENTITY 
SEPARATE FROM SPANISH, US PAST. SEES SEARCH FOR INDEPEN- 
DENT IDENTITY ASSERTING ITSELF IN FOREIGN POLICY THAT 
OFFICIALLY PUTS PROMOTION RELS WITH SOCIALIST COUNTRIES, 
IDENTIFICATION WITH "THIRD WORLD," REGIONAL COOPERATION, 
AHEAD OF CONTINUED FRIENDLY RELS WITH US. KISSINGER
